With  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Rupert  H.  Cooke,  one  gate 
is  closing  for  all  at  Gulf  Park  College.  Certainly  no 
one  who  has  ever  known  him  can  express  the  greatness 
of  his  service  to  so  many,  nor  how  much  he  will  be 
missed  by  all. 

Dr.  Cooke  came  to  Gulf  Park  in  1929  from  Northwest- 
ern State  College  in  Natchitoches,  Louisiana.  In  his 
position  of  Business  Manager,  he  faced  many  special 
problems  as  a  result  of  the  depression  and  wars,  but 
there  was  never  a  job  too  great  nor  too  small  for  him 
to  handle. 

After  serving  as  Business  Manager,  Dr.  Cooke  was 
named  Vice-President  of  Gulf  Park  in  1950.  This  posi- 
tion presented  new  responsibilities  and  more  work,  but 
he  always  seemed  to  enjoy  all  the  activity  and  readily 
took  on  more  if  it  would  help  someone.  In  an  effort  to 
offer  even  more  opportunities  for  "his  girls,"  he  ar- 
ranged for  tours  to  historic  Natchez,  the  Evangeline 
country,  the  Caribbean,  and  Mardi  Gras  which  have 
provided  unforgettable  memories  for  countless  stu- 
dents. 

However,  Dr.  Cooke  will  be  remembered  not  only  be- 
cause of  the  way  he  performed  his  business  duties  at 
the  school,  but  also  because  of  the  personal  interest 
he  took  in  all  students.  His  answers  to  all  kinds  of  prob- 
lems, from  boyfriend^  to  bouncing  checks,  the  friendly 
chats  over  dishes  of  ice  cream,  but  most  of  all  the  smile 
and  cheerful  hello  at  every  passing  will  be  fondly  re- 
membered as  we  think  of  the  man  who  to  everyone,  on 
or  off  campus,  is  "Mr.  Gulf  Park." 

For  his  undying  devotion  and  unselfish  service  to  Gulf 
Park,  we  proudly  dedicate  this  1963  Sea  Gull  to 
you,  our  own  Dr.  Cooke.
